Period To Attend George s Debut. 


President Roosevelt has named his personal representa­ 
tives to the coronation of King George \ I which takes place 
in May. 
Three elderly men who were leaders in the World 
War have been chosen. 
James W. Gerard, ambassador to 
Germany before th e War; General John J. Pershing, com ­ 
mander* of the American Expeditionary 
Forces; 
and A d­ 
miral Hugh Rodman are the ones selected. 
W hether there is any significance to these selections is a 
very interesting matter. 
President Roosevelt has shown no 
inclii ation during his term of office to consult in any great 
measure the so-called eider statesmen. 
His confidants have 
been young college professors or others unknown to public 


life before he came into office. 
Mr, Gerard, General Pershing and Admiral Rodman serv­ 
ed the country w ith rare ability in the trying days of the 
World War. 
They are entitled to any recognition which 
may be extended to them by a grateful nation, but it seems 
odd that an Administration which has specialized in reliance 
upon youthful leadership should select three elderly retired 
leaders for this mission.
